The rise in the price of sugar stock was

The final conference report on the general 
deficiency appropriation bill was adopted. 

This out of the way, Mr. Dingley arose. 
Holding aloft the report and a great mass 
of papers he said tn calm tones: “* Mr. 
Speaker, I desire to present the conference 
report on the tariff bill.” Salvos of applause 
from the Republican side greeted the an- 
nouncéement. 

An effort was made to secure an agreement 
fora vote. Mr. Bailey said the minority de- 
sired three days, but knowing they could not 
obtain them would be satisfied with two. 

Mr. Dingley refused to agree to this, say- 
ing: “ Talk at this time is very expensive. 
It costs the Treasury $100,000 a day.’’

desk and had read an extract from a news- 
paper commenting on the fact that in the 
Forty-ninth Congress Senator Mills, then 
a member of the House, Mr. McMillin of 
Tennessee, and two other Democratic et 
bers of the Ways and Means committee had 
voted against free wool, Mr. McMillin 
jumped to his feet and demanded to know 
whether it was charged that he had voted 
against free wool. 

“ William F. Morrison told me so with his 
own lips,”’ replied Mr. Balley, facing Mr. 
McMillin, whose face was flushed. 
The controversy between Mr. Bailey and 
Mr. McMillin consumed much of the time 
of the night session and bordered on the 
acrimonious during much of the time it con- 
tinued. 

Closing the Debate.

One of the robbers, described as being about 
30 years old, and weighing 135 pounds, 
knocked at the door leading from the hall- 
way to the room where the game was going 
on, and while he parleyed for a minute with» 
the doorheeper the other, who appeared 
about 28 years old, came up behind him. 
Both of the men were roughly dressed. The » 
elder wore a seedy brown Fedora, and the 
younger had on a brown Derby. They had 
been in the reom before, and, after talking a 
minute with the doorkeeper, were let inside. 


Both Paull Revolvers. 

The minute they stepped within both 
pulled revolvers from their side coat pockets 
and the older man ordered the crowd to line 
up against the wall. Not one of the poker 
players budged and both of the men began 
| swearing. Vogeisang slipped his diamond 
shirt stud into his stocking and started to 
walk toward the desk where the cash was 
kept, but the older robber marched him into 
the center of the room and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. 

One of the players started to “ guy” the 
robbers, and finally they became impatient. 

“ Line up against the wall there and stop 
your fooling,’’ said the man with the Fedora. 
The players left the chips and cards and 
stood in a row against the north wall with 
their hands over their heads. Vogelsang 
stood in the center of the room and the man 
with the Fedora reached in his pocket and 
took out $60 in ‘bills. He searched two of the 
others in the room, but got no cash, and 
then, while the younger man kept the crowd 
covered, the older walked over to the desk.

ANDREE’S VOYAGE T0 THE POLE. 


Washington, D. C., July 19.—[{Special.}— 

Minister Woodford is to be presented to the 

n of Spain at San Sebastian, an intima- 

tion having reached Washington that this 

courtesy will be extended, and it possesses 
considerable significance. 

Under ordinary circumstances the new 
American Minister would not be received 
until the court returned to Madrid in Octo- 

_ But for the courtesy to be extended 
in this case Minister Woodford would remain 
unrecognized two months after his arrival 
in Spain and Minister Taylor would continue 
to discharge the duties of the representative 
of the United States. 


“I expect to reach the Spanish court at 
San. Sebastian,” said Minister Woodford, 
“between the 20th of August and the Ist of. 
September, and no doubt everything will be 
done to make my stay pleasant.”’ 

This reception of Minister Woodford at 
San Sebastian means that he will begin ne- 
gotiations to end the war in Cuba imme- 
diately upon his arrival in Spain. 

The American Minister was closeted with 
Assistant Secretary Day some time at the 
State department today, after which he went 
to the White House and had a half hour's 
talk with the President. It, is not likely he 
will return to Washington before sailing. 
but en route to Spain he will stop in London 
and Paris for consultations with Ambas- 
gadors Hay and Porter. 

Minister Woodford left the capital in high 
spirits, being more hopeful of accomplishing 
favorable results than he was when he began 
to study the Cuban question. Information 
from official and other sources encourages 
the belief that the efforts of the United 
States will be aided by intense anxiety on the 
part of Spain and of all elements in Cuba to 
see the end of the war brought about. 

When Minister Woodford entered upon the 
preparations for this mission it appeared 
that months. of difficult diplomatic effort 
would be required to bring Spain to the ac- 


_ eeptance of the good offices of this govern- 


ment. Now there are indications that a few

ferential was 12.33, while under the varia- 
tion reported by the conference committee 
the differential is figured at. 18.92.

AMERICANS SUFFERING IN CUBA. 


Owing toe Spanish Regulations Peo- 
ple Cannet Be Supplied with the 
. Neeessaries of Life.

July 19.—Of the $50,000. appropriated by 


Congress to feed the starving Americans in 


Cuba only a small fraction has been drawn, 
not for lack of a crying need, but by reason 
of the iron-bound restrictions of the State 


| department on Consul General Lee’s dis- 


tribution agents. 

The sum given to each person is just 
enough to sustain life, but apparently no 
thought is given to other wants. The United 
States relief agents at Havana and other 
places deplore the way their hands are tied, 
and frequently are forced to discriminate 
between the widows and wives of patriots 
in the field and 6ther American born women 
who are subjects of Spain because they 
married Cubans. Thus the latter starve 
and the consular authorities are unable to 
help them. | 

The amount of relief, only 12 cents a day 
for each person, just covers the scheduled 
aid. This relief barely feeds the naturalized 
citizens. Refined women are so ragged 
they are obliged to send for relief; Com- 
mon decency forbids their applying in per- 
sen. No provision is made to cover their 
nakedness. 

Whole families lie in wretched hovels on 
the damp ground without a stick of tur- 
niture. They are given food only. A bed to 
sleep on would be the next greatest boon. 
Others live and sleep on the beach, in the 
streets, andinthe parks. Americans though 
they be, there is no shelter provided. Men, 
women, and children with blistered feet, 
protected from cruel stones by bits of rags. 
are told the relief fund is to feed, not to house 
and cléthe. Many are necessarily in a filthy 

‘state. 

The consular authorities do their best, and 
the consulate is besieged at all hours by 
throngs of unkempt, starving people. The 
relief agent at Havana works assiduously, 
visiting personally every one having the 
slightest pretension to relief, thus taking 
hope to many starving families which never 
apphed for help.

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RUSSIA’S ARMY MAY MOVE 


THREAT OF THE CZAR TO INVADE 
TURKEY. 


Dispatch Notifying the Sultan That 
Unless Thessaly Is Evacuated at 


Once the Russian Army Will Cross. 


the Turkish Line—Demand of the 

. Ambassadors for a Written State- 
ment of the Sultan’s Intentions Re- 
garding Peace. 


Berlin, July 19.—According to a special 
dispatch received here the Emperor Nicho- 
las has telegraphed the Sultan demand'ng 
immediate evacuation of Thessaly, and 
threatening that otherwise Russian troops 
will cross the Turkish frontier. 

It is said here semi-officially today tna‘ all 
the powers excepting Great Britain have 
consented to this course. 

Constantinople, July 19.—The terms of the 
Turkish government as submitted to the 
Ambassadors by Tewfik Pasha on Saturday 
not only proposed a change of frontier, but 
fixed the amount of indemnity at £4,500,000, 
and renewed the demand for abolition of the 


Japs and the Russians of the valuable 
Corean territory. 

“The next move in the arrangement will 
be the gradual and unostentatious occupa- 
tion by Japan of the island known as Quel- 
paert, which most directly commands the 
entrance to the Gulf of Pechili. From this 
step Japan and Russia will proceed to occupy 
one after another, the principal cities of the 
peninsula until the Corean country is divided 
up.

London, July 19.—In the House of Com- 
mons today Mr. Curzon said that the block- 
ade of Crete had not been formally raised. 
It was still kept in force with a view of pre- 
venting the importation of arms and volun- 
teers, but, except in this respect, it had been 
relaxed and was practically inoperative. 

Mr. Curzon added that there had been a de- 
cided change in the attitude of the insurgent 
leaders in Crete since autonomy had been 
better understood. There had been no recent 
disorder in the island.

backed by the rubles of the Russian efpire, 
has just brought to a gatisfactory termina- 
tion secret negotiations that have long been 
progressing in the Orient for the purchase 
from Corea of one of the most important 
ports on the Pacific. The port is the one 
known as Port Lazereff. Steamers of the 
heaviest tonnage can reach the port through 
at least two channels. Directly back of 
Port Lazereff lie hills rich in iron and coal, 
if not in gold, and it is stated that Russia's 
purchase of the port includes concessions to
